This may be true iu regard to 
some states, but so far in Wisconsin 
nothing approaching the character of the 
Tewksbury disgrace and inhumanity has 
ever come to light. The reports ot the 
state board of charities and reform and 
ot tho state board of supervision, show 
that all our charitable and petial institu 
tions aro well managed. We wish this 
much could be said of the charitable and 
ponal institutions of other states, but 
cannot. The black deeds that have been 
discovered m Massachusetts und tha 
make the.blood ran- cold, are no doub 
to be found in a greater or less degree 
in the charitable institutions ia som 
other states, and the matter ot closel} 
investigating them should not be Ion, 
delayed for humanity's sake.

The location, of :the vegetable garden 


s not always a-matter of--choice, aud 
frequently there is but ono place which 
mites the different requirements of soil, 
exposure And convenience, and after this 
has been 'permanently inclosed it is 
annovino-to arrive at a period when the 
Tardenbecomesimable to meet promptly 
'he demands upon it. 


It has lone-been known that heavily 


stocking an old- garden with red clover, - 
and allowing it to remain two years with- 
out .plowing, will bring the soil back to 
its fertility and vigor. 
This is some- 


times done by farmers, but it is hard to 
persuade a village resident to adopt a 
remedy so far outside of his usual course. 
As a substitute which, under certain 
conditions, is even better than clover, 1 
would 
recommend 
planting, straw- 


berries. One-half of the garden may be 
planted at a time, ' leaving the other 
half for the raising of such vegetables as 
gtill continue to flourish. 


Plow at the usual time, and in April 


•plant strong plants of any very vigor- 
ous variety, with perfect blossoms and 
desirable fruit, in rows thirty inches 
apart and fifteen inches in the row. Keep 
clean and allow the runners to cover all 
the Around. Late in the fall mulch 
licrhtfy with chopped straw, and in the 
following spring.pnll up auy weeds that 
show themselves. Under anything but 
extraordinary .circumstances-such as a 
verv late frost or peculiarly unfavorable 
weather at -blooming ..time-you will in 
June pick a large crop of berries, \vhicn 
will be a trifle more difficult to pick than 
if they were in separate rows. 
After 


picking remove all large or tall growing 
weeds that may have grown and leave 
the plantation for. another year s fruit- 
in"-, mulching again in winter. The re- 
sult will be a crop of berries nearly as 
large as the first. 


Immediately after bearing, the heavy 


crop of old'and new plants which covers 
the land should be plowed under and tho 
ground planted to late cabbages or Swed- 
ish turnips. The following spring.it will 
be in condition to grow a very large crop 
of early . potatoes, followed -by celery. 
After this the, ground will be fit for any 
garden crop, and. the other half of the 
garden can be subjected to the same ro- 
tation.

A child will master knitting as quickly 


as crochet, and take as much delight 
in it 
Rather large needles and not too 


fine yarn should be used for the first 
lesson. A pair of hose is a good thing to 
boffin with. A child learns anything 
more easily if its interest is aroused by 
a definite end in view. There are many 
things that can be knitted with two 
needles, and to these, when once the 
stitch is acquired, the early efforts should 
be con fined. A very pretty tidy can _ be 
done in basket pattern by following 
these simple directions: Set up twenty 
stitches, or, if a wider strip is desired, 
any number divisible by ten; knit.seven 
plain stitches, then three ribbed, or 
purled, as it is called; repeat until the 
end of the row. Begin the next row 
with three plain and seven purled stitches 
and repeat to the end. The third row 
is the same as the first. Tkefourtkrow 
is knitted plain all the way across. Com- 
mence the next row with two plain 
stitches, then three purled, then seven 
plain 
three purled, and so on as be- 


fore 
There will be only five plain 


stitches at the end of this row, so the 
sixth row is begun with five purled, then 
three plain, seven purled stitches as be- 
fore- the seventh row is like the fifth, 
and the eighth is knit plain across like 
the fourth. Begin the ninth row like 
the first, and repeat the patterns. This 
gives the interwoven effect of .basket 
work, and yet it is all simple knitting; 
there are no complicated stitches. 


When the use of two needles has ber. 


come familiar, it is an easy, transition to 
four. 
Muffatees may be knitted at. hist, 


but it will not be long before a stocking 
may be tried, and the mysteries of toe 
and heel laid open to the learner. 


Little boys can be. taught, to knit as 


easily and readily as little girls, .and it 
isaso-ood an amusement for them on 
winter evenings as for their sisters. I 
knew a boy of twelve who knit not only 
•his own but all his older brothers' stock- 
in <rs too. He was a healthy, happy 
specimen of boyhood, fond of out-door 
<4mes and-bbyish fun, but .he did not 
Sislike the work/ and was not a bit more 
ashamed of it than of whittling or play- 
ing marbles.

in the end brings death. Last year 123 
boys'died in New'York city, from lock- 


jaw, produced bv the firing of these sim- 
ple toy pistols. Eleven died in Baltimore 
in one week, and in other cities there 
were fatalities almost equally as groat. 
The Gazette mentions these facts in the 
hope that parents will do all that lies in 
their power to keep these toy pistols out 
of tho hands of their boys. The boys, in 
using them, do not mean mischief, but

apparently innocent 


amusement in firing them is followed by 
wounds that bring on lock-jaw and then 
death. The welfaro'.of the community 
demands that.playing.>ith the toy pistols 
should be stopped at once.
